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RIGOUR OF FREE TRADE MAXIMS IN RESTRICTIVE 
CIRCUMSTANCES. 
LORD RADNOR AND THE EXAMINER. 


Free trade and true economical principles have often been 
highly indebted to our contemporary the-Ezaminer, for the able 
way in which it has opposed popular and dangerous fallacies, and 
perhaps on no occasion more than during the discussion on the 
factory bill in the last session of Parliament. The humanity-cry 
upon which Lord Ashley and his friends proceeded, inferred that 
the amount of wages was a matter entirely at the disposal of the 
employer, and that as much could be given for the work of ten 
hours as for that of twelve. The Examiner, no less than Lord 
Ashley, admitted the desireableness of the hours of labour being 
reduced; but the former saw only the possibility of that being 
accomplished by the removal of those restrictions which limit 
the demand for labour and lessen its reward; and, we think, 
justly maintained that the law which determines the rate of 
wages is altogether independent of the will either of the em- 


plover or employed; and, while fully admitting the “restrictive 








circumstances” under which the labourer suffered, our contemporary 
held that it would be a great practical evil to dispense with 
the “ rigour of free trade maxims,” and arbitrarily determine 
the hours of toil. 


It would appear, however, by the two last numbers of that pe- 
riodical, that our contemporary has seen reason to change its 
opinions since that discussion, for, if we can infer any thing from 
the two articles which have appeared on the subject of the late 
meeting at Highworth, and the sentiments there uttered by Lord 
Radnor, it is, that the Examiner is now of opinion that, in 
the present state of this country, while restrictions are continued 
on industry, some other law than that of supply and demand 
should determine the wages of labour ; in fact, it infers that every 
one employing labour should voluntarily pay more than it is 
worth, or than the labourer is willing to take :-— 


“ Thus he (Lord Radnor) tells the poor fellow whose industry is artificially 
restricted that itis the right of every one to hire labour at the lowest price at 
whichitcanbehad. But the free trade here is not on both sides. Why is the 
man in the overstocked market of rural labour? Because other channels of 
employment have been closed up by the restrictive system. He has to sell 
in a cheapened market, and the lordly landlord deems it accordant with 
free trade to give the artificially reduced price for his toil. 


“It is impossible with equity and reason to square free trade rules to the 
vicious round of monopoly. The maxims of the one state and the facts of 
the other cannot be made to harmonize, and the attempt to combine them 
involves the most harsh and unjust results. Perfect will be the working of 
free trade rules in a free trade field, but in restrictive circumstances, to give 
them a one-sided application in the relations of landlord and labourer, is to 
furnish monopoly in practice with a more biting screw. 

“It would be quite true that no one should be reproached for buying 
anything at the lowest price, if it were not also true that the restrictive 
system which denies this advantage to the bulk of the community has 
pane a competition unnaturally and unfairly depressing the price of 
abour.” 


But would not every reason which is here implied as to the rate of 
wages, apply, with equal force, as to the hours of toil? If it be 
unfair to give only 8s per week for labour, because competition 
under “ restrictive circumstances” makes men willing to accept that 
rate, then must it be equally unfair to allow men to work twelve 
hours, when, but for “ restrictive circumstances,” they might make 
as much by working fen hours. If “ restrictive circumstances” are a 
good reason for landlords and farmers giving more than the mar- 
ket price for labour, they are as good a reason for the millowner 
giving the same wage for ten hours’ work as for twelve; and if 
the reason be good in these cases, then it is equally good in all 
the transactions of trade and employment of services. 

The cheap shop that tickets calico at twopence a yard must be 
avoided, or the buyer must voluntarily insist on paying a higher 
price, because, but for “ restrictive circumstances,” it could not be 
made for the price, or, but for that unjust cause, it would com- 
mand a higher price. The milliner who assiduously labours to 
attract customers by circulars and other means, for her marvel- 
lously cheap finery, must be carefully avoided by all ladies who 
have a feeling for the miseries of the ill-requited toil of their poor 
unfortunate fellows, who are wearing their fingers to the bone for 
two or three shillings a week, because it comes of “ restrictive cir- 
cumstances.” And the bookseller must be reproached for his cheap 
publications, because neither the talent his works embody, nor 
the materials they contain, could be procured at such a rate but 
for the “ restrictive circumstances” which lessen the demand and in- 
crease the competition for employment. 

Destroy the “ restrictive circumstances,” and the whole evil would 
vanish—attempt to accommodate ourselves to them, and their 
evil will only be greatly aggravated. Even at the present low 
rate of wages there are many unemployed. Insist, as a compen- 
sation for monopoly, or “restrictive circumstances,” that higher 
rates shall be paid, the demand could only thereby be lessened, 
and the number of the unemployed increased. The extent of im- 
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provement which a farmer splertake is determi ay the 

rice of labour—the émployiment which the r, the mil- 
finer, or the bookseller can give, is determined by the demand for 
their respective commodities, and this is greatly affected by the 
price. Increase the cost, and you diminish the demand ; and if 
you pay those whom you continue to employ a higher wage for 
their services, the number must be proportionally increased who 

eive no wage at all. 

Bogs it not ead to our contemporary that, in the purchase of la- 
bour, or the engagement of services, as long as there are more seck- 
ing work than are required, it would only be an additional re- 
striction and a partial destribution, if every man of equally 

ood character had not equally the privilege of competing 
or it. By what principle are we to determine who are to be em- 
ployed at the voluntary high rate of wages, and who are to be left 
without any employment ; and would it not be a harsh partiality 
when, by such an arrangement, you addd the number of the 
unemployed, and only create another monopoly, as a consequence 
of existing “ restrictive circumstances.” 

Lord Radnor has the courage and the candour openly to ex- 
lain this dilemma in which “ restrictive circumstances” place the 
abourer; and, moreover, follows up his opinions by wuceasing 

exertions to work out the only cure of which the disease is sus- 
ceptible. At the Highworth meeting he said :— 

* The agricultural labourer suffered considerable privation. Not only 
was there a deficiency in the demand for labour, but the wages given also 
were most inadequate to supply the wants of the people. At the same 
time it appeared to him most unjust to bring a charge against the landowner and 
the farmer for giving insufficient wages. No man was bound to give for any- 
thing more than he could get it for. He believed that the poverty of the working 
man arose from the labour mariet being overstocked, which was owing to the de- 
mand for the industry of the country being restricted by the laws affecting trade, 
commerce,and manufactures. He believed that what the country wanted 
was free trade.” 

But the Examiner affects to be shocked becausea large landed pro- 
prietor attempts satisfactorily to explain toa meeting oflabourers the 
necessity under which every one is placed of accepting such wages as 
circumstances, over which his employer has no control, determine. 
We infer that our contemporary would rather that Lord Radnor 
had given encouragement to that dangerous doctrine, which has 
already been too industriously instilled into labourers minds, that 
landlords and farmers can fix the rate of wages and price of com- 
oe and make employment scarce or plentiful as they 

ease. 

F Jack Cade could not affect to do more. 

But Lord Radnor uttered another truism on the same occasion, 
which has given equal umbrage to ourcontemporary. In alluding 
= allotment system as a cure for the evils of the labourer, he 
said :— 

“ But a great deal had been said about the allotment system, and it was 
said that the labourers paid too high rents for their allotments. He thought 
the argument was unjust. Why should land be let to one man for less when 
another was ready to give more? It would be to deprive the landowner of his 
right to his ey 5 The real cause of the high rents was, that there was 
a great demand for allotments, and people were ready to give more for them 
than perhaps they ought todo. He for one was altogether opposed to the 
principle of the allotment system. That principle prevailed almost uni- 
versally in Ireland, and yet there was no people on the face of the earth 
that suffered more from poverty than did the peasantry of Ireland.” 

“Lord Radnor avers,” says the Examiner, “that to require a 
landlord to let his land to one man at a less price than another 
would give for it, would be to deprive him of the right to his pro- 
perty. Butwas not this addressed to men who had been deprived 
of the right to a property as sacred as his lordship’s estate? Has 
not their estate in their industry been arbitrarily invaded and les- 
sened?” True; and no man has laboured more incessantly than 
has Lord Radnor to restore those rights. But what has that to 
do with the proposition. Land is scarce, and its price is high in 
eon a of restrictions ; but is that to be a reason why every 
man should not freely give what he thinks it worth? Let our 
contemporary say on what principle he would let land, or sell su- 
gar, however much enhanced by monopoly, unless to those who 
would give most for it. Is there another principle practised? Is 
there another principle possible? When an auctioneer advertises 
that goods must be thrown away at any sacrifice, and makes much 
noise about selling things below their value, it is usually only as 
a decoy to induce a great competition, in order to obtain really 
more than the value. The landlord who would really obtain a 
very high rent for his land, could do nothing better for his object 
than advertise his intention to let it at half price. 

Our contemporary, however, can only imply that a “ landlord, 
speaking the language of free trade,” should let his land to one man 
much below what another is willing to give, becauseits market value 
is one created by monopoly ; equally the same reasoning would 
apply to a free trade proprietor of a West India estate. On the 
same principle he should be content to receive from some lucky 
grocer the price of free-trade Cuba sugar, instead of the protective 
price of monopoly Jamaica sugar—no matter though twenty other 

rs stand round, and bid the full value for it—he must not take 

m one man so much as the other will give, because heis addressing 
men whose right of d im sugar, the growth of any country, 
has been arbitrarily inv to give a monopoly to our colonies. 

But suppose a trade landlord, or ry trade West India 
proprietor, would determine to follow the novel principle pointed 
out by our clever contemporary, some lucky favourite would ob- 


— 





tain the land of the one and the sugar of the cther, to the chagrin 
and di intment of many rivals who were to give more 
forthem. But does he sup that the corn or the potatoes 
grown upon the cheap farm would be sold to the consumer in the 
market any lower than the same articles raised upon the 
neighbouring high rented farms; or that the cheapened sugar 
would be retailed to the poor at one fraction less than the full mo- 
nopoly price? The difference, whatever it might be, would be 
enjoyed only by some dependent deputy. As Lord Radnor said, 
the difference would only be a gift. And it is really doubtful 
whether what the landlord might voluntarily give > bona be any 
benefit to the favoured farmer. It would certainly be none to the 
consumer. Nothing is better established by practice than the 
fact that cheap farms are cols productive of bad farming. The 
statesmen in Cumberland who have no rent to pay, have great dif- 
ficulty in making all ends meet, while the farmer across the border, 
in Berwickshire or the Lothians, who pays the highest rent fixed 
by a competition “by tender,” as open as a sale of an estate by 
George Robins at the auction mart, is notoriously the most 
successful and the most independent farmer in the kingdom. 

But the further remarks of the Examiner display either a strange 
misunderstanding of Lord Radnor’s sayings and doings, or a wil- 
ful perversion of them :— 

“ Lord Radnor, we find, disapproves of allotments, seeing in them the vice 
of the small holdings in Ireland. But, in answer to the complaint that the 
rents of allotments are too high, he asks, *‘ Why should land be let to one 
man for less when another is ready to give more ?? And he presently adds, 
* The real cause of the high rents is that there is a great demand for allot- 
ments, and people are ready to give more than perhaps ee By to do.’ 
Now, Lord Radnor’s first question is fully answered by the statement. 
In one breath he is for the rule of letting to the highest bidder, in the next 
he admits that the highest bidder may promise more than he can perform, 
and may be the worst tenant. 


“ Lord Radnor is perfectly aware that there are other vices in the Irish 
system besides the immediate consequences of the small holdings. He 
knows that it is the bad habit of too many Irish landlords to act up to the 
rule which he (Lord Radnor) conveys as a governing principle in the ques- 
tion, * Why should land be let to one man for less when another is ready to 
give more?’ Lord Radnor is aware howruinously the Irish landlords commit 
this stupid plunder in their rack-rent system, preferring the highest to the 
prudent and honest bidder.” 

Now, this is just what Lord Radnor does see, and avoids. 
The comments of our contemporary would lead one to infer that 
Lord Radnor was averse to the allotment system because he could 
exact a higher rent otherwise. Now, the proceedings at the meet- 
ing in question show that land for which the farmer would not 
give more than from 1/ to 2/7 per acre, let, when cut up into allot- 
ments, at the rate of 4/ or 51; but Lord Radnor sees great evils 
in the allotment system—he sees that its tendency is to induce 
people to offer more rent than they can afford; but he explains 
that there is no other principle on which he can determine among 
them who shall have the land except by the price they are willing 
to give. It isa os evil that a landlord should not take 4d a 
lug for land, while another offers 8d; but would it not be a 
—_ evil if a man of equally good character was refused land 

or which he was willing to pay 8d a Jug, and see it given to his 
neighbour for 4d? But Lord Radnor refuses to adopt that sys- 
tem, or at least further to extend it, which gives the highest rent, 
because it is attended with other great mischiefs. He sees a 
striking example of this mischief in Ireland, but he “is perfectly 
aware,” says the Examiner, “that there are other vices in the 
Irish system besides the immediate consequences of the small 
holdings.” Yes, he knows that, whether Irish landlords act upon 
the rack-rent system or not, it makes little difference to the ac- 
tual occupier ; for if the landlord does not obtain the full rent that 
can be got, some middleman does. And there was some early 
symptom of this already at Highworth—the man who was most 
clamorous about getting allotments, whom the Post says was sa- 
luted as the “ village lawyer,” it appears is a master shoemaker, 
employing two or three journeymen, holding an allotment, not 
cultivating it, but employing labourers to do it. This is the em- 
bryo middleman, who clamours for land at 2/ an acre, when he 


has plenty of neighbours who would give him at the rate of 4/ or 
5/ the acre for it. 


Lord Radnor sees, as we think every one must, that, under this 
system, adopted on a large scale, and if not, it is a mere farce to 
advocate it as a means of curing the distress of the labourers— 
land must as necessarily be let at a higher rate, cut up into half 
acres and acres, than when let in large farms, as must a house when 
divided into numerous small dwellings. He sees, that, if adopted, 
the system must necessarily extend with the increase of la- 
bourers, to whom the greatest inducement would be held out 
to a to the miserable pittance of land much longer than it could 
poe y maintain an increasing family, until the trouble of col- 
‘ecting rents and managing such a property, would necessarily call 
a ree > wed the ae dry eit or the rent collector, 
such as we find managing the cottages inhabited by the poor in 
large towns. That land under such management widen wail 
without proper implements, without any of the yay oF at- 
tendant on a division of labour and application of skill, but c arged 
in all ways with greater expenses, could not be productive, 
must be plain to all; but, though less productive, it would be 
abstr to its full proportion from the field of independent em- 
ployment : and it is not difficult to see that the ultimate tendency 
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and effect of this system would be to render needful that ejectment 
of “ whole populations of pees thrusting them out to perish, 
men, women, and children,” which we so often painfully hear of 
in Ireland; and Lord Radnor wisely and humanely thinks it 
better to prevent such a state of things, than that the need of such 
cure should ever occur. He thinks it better and more humane to 
let his land to farmers of large capital, who can afford to make 
it most productive, and employ upon it the greatest amount 
of labour, though aes pay him but 1/ or 2/ an acre, when 
he could receive double the amount from allotments ; and we 
think, all things considered, Lord Radnor in so doing is acting for 
his own best future interest, and we have no doubt at least for the 
greatest benefit, happiness, and independence of the labourer. 

But the Examiner concludes by an invidious and malicious at- 
tack on Lord Radnor, and attempts, in the most unjust and un- 
generous manner, to associate his name with the most unpopular 
men, and the most tyrannical “ oppressors :”— 

“ But amongst Tory landlords also have been oppressors, who have as- 
serted their right to make merciless use of their powers of property, as 
* doing what they would with their own.” Had one of those men uttered 
the speech delivered by Lord Radnor, omitting only the allusions to free 
trade, the whole country would have rung with the expressions of disgust 
and abhorence, and it would have been agreed that the tyrant’s old offence 
of the claim ‘to doashe willed with his own’ was immeasurably surpassed. 
Now we do not see the justice and honesty of passing over in Lord Rad- 
nor, what we should have condemned in the Duke of Newcastle or the Duke 
of Buckingham.” 

It would be the most disgusting affectation to pretend that the 
popular odium which attached to the maxim of the Duke of New- 
castle would have arisen had it only extended to the letting of his 
farms to the highest bidder. It was, in truth, because he was not 
content to be governed by such legitimate means of determining 
who should hold his farms, but insisted that rent should bea se- 
condary consideration to political subserviency, that the “ popular 
disgust” attached to his proceedings, on which the Examiner would 
now trade, in reviling the reputation of one of the most consistent 
Liberals that graces the peerage. It would be a disgusting affec- 
tation if our contemporary pretended that any landlord is go- 
verned, or could be qevetnl, by any other principles than those 
professed by Lord Radnor. Our contemporary knows full well 
that there is not an English landlord who has taken so much pains 
to disclaim any wish to exercise political influence of any kind over 
his tenants, as has Lord Radnor. It is scarcely a year since a 
letter to one of his tenants found its way into the public prints, in 
which he disclaimed any right or wish to exercise the slightest 
influence over the political opinions or acts of his tenants, and se- 
verely rebuked the party for inferring otherwise ; though the in- 
ference was but natural, had he ever lived under other landlords. 

Under such circumstances it is most unjustifiable to attempt 
to fix the stigma of the Duke of Newcastle’s unpopular maxim, of 
interference with the rights of political opinion, upon Lord Rad- 
nor. Is it because he will not exercise such rights for party pur- 
poses that he is so distasteful to our contemporary ? 

It will be well if our contemporary will, in future, resign the 
ungraceful office of attacking such men as Lord Radnor and Mr 
Took, to the more suitable columns of the Morning Post. 





THE EVILS OF THE PROTECTIVE SYSTEM. 
THE MANUFACTURES OF AMERICA. 


We have very often called the attention of our readers to the 
marked difference in the progress of those trades which have 
been comparatively expend to the competition of free trade, when 
contrasted with those to which the principles of strict monopoly 
or very high protection duties have been applied. 

We have had numerous very striking examples in this country 
during the lasttwenty years, which abundantly prove that they have 
prospered least whose pursuits have been the special objects of 

overnment protection, while, on the other hand, those who have 
Can least interfered with, and left most exposed to competition, 
have not only extended their productions most rapidly, but have 
also derived the greatest benefit from them. 

Those who in this country have enjoyed the greatest amount of 

rotection against foreign competition have been, first—The home 
Coe interest; and, second—The colonial producing interest. 
Now, we think it will be readily admitted, that of all the varied 
and important branches of English pursuits and interests there 
have been none which have displayed so much continually recur- 
ring depression and ay Or as the two we have named; and 
so true does the principle hold, for which we contend, that even in 
those particular pursuits the complaints of distress and depression 
have been by far the greatest in those branches to which the prin- 
ciple of protection has been most fully and most rigidly applied. 

First, with regard to the landed interest, the great object 
of special protection has been the growth of wheat, yet the 
growers of wheat have ever been the very men who, above all 
others, have complained of distress and depression, In the 
last Parliamentary Committee on Agricultural Distress, in 1836, 
nearly every witness spoke to the fact, that the distress was 
chiefly, and in many cases exclusively, confined to the growers 
of wheat. Those who depended on clay soils suited only for 
wheat were declared to be ruined, and in the deepest distress. 
On the other hand, the article which, for the last twenty years, has 











had least protection, has been that of wool, and yet this is, of all 
departments of agriculture, exactly the one in which the least com- 

laint has been heard. In the committee to which we have re- 
erred, the class of farmers who were declared to be alone exempt 
from the suffering were those dependent on the production of 
wool; and this, notwithstanding the fact that the pms of fo- 
reign wool imported had increased from 9,770,000 Ibs in 1820, to 
upwards of 64,000,000 Ibs in the year when that committee was 
appointed. 

The wheat growers declared themselves ruined, notwithstand- 
ing their protection; the wool growers were all prosperous, not- 
withstanding the great competition to which they were exposed ; 
and even now, when even the remnant of protection which was 
left them has been removed, and, while the import of foreign wool 
still rapidly increases, the producer of wool is the only man who 
at this time complains not of depression. 

Then, again, with regard to our colonial interest; the article 
which above all others has been the favoured pet of protection 
has been sugar,—but sugar planters are just those who, above all 
others, have been loudest and most constant in their complaints 
of suffering and distress. The full extent of the protective duty 
established during the war (entirely prohibitory in its operation) 


has to this day been retained; absolute monopoly has been en- |. 


joyed, and with all this, sadly misnamed encouragement, the sup- 
ply of sugar has continued stationary,—in 1820 our colonies pro- 
duced 4,046,000 cwts, and last year only 4,081,000 cwts, to supply 
a population increased by more than five millions and a half ; while 
on the other hand coffee, the protection on which has, during that 
period, been gradually reduced from one shilling and sixpence per 
pound to twopence, has increased in consumption from 7,000,000 lbs 
in 1820, to 30,000,000 Ibs last year. And many other of the 
most important articles of colonial production, which have in- 
creased most rapidly, such as indigo, wool, cotton, silk, &c., have 
done so with a merely nominal protection. 

And exactly similar has been the experience of other countries ; 
change the country, and with it the articles which have been the 
objects of greatest protection, and a corresponding result follows. 

In England, wheat and sugar have been the great objects of 
protection—of legislative encouragement; and these are just the 
articles which have been least profitable to the producers, and the 
want of which has been most felt by the community. In America, 
on the other hand, cotton and woollen and other manufactures 
have secured all the kind paternal care of the Government, and 
while they have increased in consumption so rapidly here, it ap- 
pears they have been nearly stationary there. The following arti- 
cle from the New York Morning News is strikingly illustrative of 
the experience of America of the effects of high protective duties, 
and is well worth a careful and attentive perusal :— 

“ The high prices of goods consequent upon the high taxes imposed for pro- 
tection, are in themselves ruinous to those protected, and utterly destructive 
of the true interests of the country at large, although lucrative toa few indi- 
viduals. High prices, it is well known and universally admitted, discourage 
consumption, and, by so doing, decreases the demand for goods, and conse- 
quently diminish the employment of the hands, We have data to form an 
accurate estimate of the progress of cotton manufacture in this country, and 
the result is, that the consumption of cotton goods in the United States is 
much less now than ten years since. This is a startling and apparently bold 
assertion, but the facts are within our reach, and we shall examine them. 
The quantity of cotton consumed and in the hands of the manufacturers, at 
sna close of the last eighteen years, ending on the Ist instant, was as fol- 
ows :—

The usual weight of American cloths is about 3 1-5 yards to the lb of cot- 
ton, and the waste of cotton in spinning is about ten percent ; now the ave- 
rage number of bales consumed for the three years, 1832, °33, "34, was 
188,208, which, at a weight of 375 lbs per bale, gives 70,978,000 Ibs of raw 
cotton, ten per cent off for waste, leaves 63,880,200 Ibs of yarn, which, at 3 1-5 
yards to the Ib, gives a manufacture of 204,416,640 yards. The average num- 
ber of yards imported in the same period was 409,542. Hence, without mak- 
ing any allowance for the re-export of foreign cottons and of domestic cot- 
tons, there were 272,826,182 yards of cotton consumed in the United States 
in those years. The average population in three years was 13,810,000. 
Hence the consumption per head was 204 yards perannum. Turning this 
calculation for the last three years, we have results as follows :—

DISASTERS AT SEA. 


Turis season of the year always brings along with it accounts 
of the recurrence of numerous and fatal disasters at sea; nor is 
it more certain that this is the month of November, than that, 
before April next, the newspapers will record the loss of some 
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four or five hundred British ships, including, we fear, the loss of 
human lives to a number beyond units of hundreds, and an 
amount of consequent misery and desolation of happy homes

which arithmetic cannot estimate. Reflection on such subjects 
is apt to produce a feeling of melancholy. It may do so, legiti- 
mately, provided such melancholy does not become transformed 
into despair. It is said that there is no wrong without a remedy ; 
and sure we are that the liability.of ships to be lost at sea is a 
wrong, in nine cases out of ten where such losses at present occur, 
perfectly capable of remedy, as we have before pointed out,* and 
shall do in part again. 

We forbear for the present expatiating on those mischievous 
fiscal regulations,—one of the most efficacious causes of ship- 
wrecks, however,—which still subject the shipowner to the dis- 
advantage of having to buy the better sorts of timber at an un- 
naturally enhanced price, and therefore bribe them to buy the 
worse. We wish we saw shipowners themselves standing out 
against that unnatural and most deleterious system, instead of 
asking for an absurd “ protection,” as they call it, of which they 
have already most wisely been deprived, and which it is impossi- 
ble ever to restore. We rather incline, at present, to point out 
some of those remedies which it is within the power of individuals 
to apply, and which, therefore, there isno excuse for not applying 
after they become known. 

Storms are capable of being foreseen,—we do not say for so 
long a period as Peter Murphy and the famous Moore give out, 
but—sufliciently long to enable preparations to be made to meet 
them.—*“ I was one,” says Dr Neil Arnot, in that incomparable 
work of his, the Elements of Physies,— 1 was one of a numerous 
crew who probably owed their preservation to its [THe Marine 
Baromerer’s} almost miraculous warning. It was in a southern 
latitude. The sun had just set with placid appearance, closing 
a beautiful afternoon, and the usual mirth of the evening watch 
was proceeding, when the captain’s orders came to prepare fora 
storm. The barometer had begun to fall with appalling rapidity. 
As yet the oldest sailors had not perceived a threatening in the 
sky, and were surprised at the extent and hurry of the prepara- 
tions; but the required measures were not completed, when a 
more awful hurricane burst upon them than the most experienced 
had ever braved. : In that awful night, but for the 
little tube of mereury which had given the warning, neither the 
strength of the noble ship, nor the skill and energies of the com- 
mander, could have saved one man to tell the tale,”+—In these 
northern latitudes of ours there occur no such sudden squalls as 


easy to extend the practice certainly, and with perhaps more of 
good than bad in the result; but the practice of interfering in pri- 
vate affairs, between the employer and the employed, as the com- 
mon shipowner and shipmaster are, or of looking after the welfare 
of citizens at large, as common seamen may be called, which the 
ought to be taught to do themselves, is a practice Sangh wit 
mischief, and instead of being extended, ought to be cut short, for 
its extension brings with it a train of evils, being, in fact, the total 
degradation of the people, to which death itself, in its thousand 
forms, is greatly preferable. We do not look, then, with much 
anxiety for a universal compulsory education of shipmasters and 
mates for the prevention of shipwrecks. The opportunity of be- 
ing able to build ships of the best materials at no unnaturally en- 
hanced price, and of being able.to trade with them, subject only to 
natural laws and the usual responsibilities under which men act, 
with the spread of education, sure to follow of its own accord in the 
train of such blessings, are the remedies to which we look with 
most confidence and hope. Education, in particular, both pro- 
fessional and general, would lead to the extinction of that prepos- 
terous superstition which rests content with ascribing all the evils 
of life—evils, in ninety-nine cases out of a hundred, capable of re- 
moval, by knowledge and energy—to “a mysterious providence,” 
and raises such bars to the progress of humanity in every shape. 

Surely the want of foresight need not necessarily accompany 
energy, devotion to duty, and a daring spirit. These latter qua- 
lities are thought characteristic of our countrymen in general—of 
seamen in particular; but so is the former quality. If twenty 
seamen, taken at random about London docks, were thrown into 
the middle of the Thames, and no aid extended to them, more 
than the half of them would undoubtedly be drowned. This is a 
defect in the education of our common people as unaccountable as 
can well be. We are islanders, fond of maritime pursuits, boast 
of our mastery of the sea, and great numbers of the youthful po- 
pulation are for ever looking forward-to: the ocean as a sort of 
second home ; yet such among us is the state of the, art of swim- 
ming! As one of the natural and easily applicable preventives— 
not of shipwrecks, but—of the most melancholy of their conse- 
quences, we recommend more extensive instruction to youth, and 
more extensive permission to them to practise, in the art of swim- 
ming.

So that, while the whole amount of notes at the command of the 
bank has diminished by 805,565/, which sum indicates the exact 
diminution of bullion during that period, the actual circulation of 
bank notes has increased by 1,144,610/, in five weeks. This has, 
however, been partly occasioned by the payment of the October 
dividends. With so large a balance of notes still on hand as 
6,224,845/, indicating, in the present state of the circulation, bullion 
to the amount of 13,545,730/, there is still a very large margin be- 
fore any fear need be entertained of a scarcity of money.

Orenine or THE Excuance.—We learn that great dissatisfaction 
has been produced amongst the workmen employed at the Royal 
Exchange at no wages being paid them for last week, when their la- 
bour was suspended to give place to the civic pageant. The contrac- 
tor, having no allowance made him for the purpose, cannot be ex- 
pected to pay the wages out of his own pocket, and the general opi- 
nion, therefore, is, that provision should be made for it by the Gres- 
ham committee. At all events there is no difference of opinion about 
the impropriety, or rather the gross injustice, of subjecting the poor 
men to the loss. It is a matter which will afford Mr Lambert Jones 
a fair field for the display of his philanthropy, and he is, therefore, ex- 
pected to take the lead in seeing justice done. 

Triat or Harpy, Horxe Tooke, anp Toetwaryi.—The fifth anni- 
versary of the acquittal of the above patriots held by “ the Friends of 
Trial by Jury,” took place at Radley’s hotel, Bridge street, on ‘Tues- 
day evening. About 150 gentlemen sat down to an abundant and 
well served dinner. Amongst those present were Messrs James 
Browning, R. Barnard, Burnett, James Coppock, Chard, Alexander 
Galloway, and several other staunch supporters of liberal principles. 
The most remarkable feature in the proceedings of the evening was 
the reception of Lord Denman’s name. The declaration of the chair- 
man (Mr Coates) that Lord Denman was one of the greatest orna- 
ments of the bench that had arisen for the last century, was received 
with a warmth which shows how thoroughly appreciated were the 
independence and public spirit lately displayed by him. The various 
toasts during the evening were, “the Queen,” “ Trial byljury, a ter- 
ror to evil doers, and a praise to them that do well ;” “ The memories 
of Hardy, Tooke, Thelwall, and the others, together with Erskine and 
Gibbs, their counsel ;” “ A radical reform of all abuses, and a true 
representation of the people of the British empire in parliament ;” 
“Lord Denman, and judicial independence ;” and “The cause of 
civil and religious liberty.”

In the present year (1844) 
the same house lets at 220/, and is rated in the books of St Maryle- 
bone at 120/. 


Dancer or Sinxine ArtTisiaN WELLS 1N Lonpon.—Nearly the 
whole of London rests on a clay bed; this clay has great absorbing 
powers, is strong, and possesses its cohesive property only so long as 
it retains a sufficiency of moisture; remove this, it shrinks, cracks in 
innumerable directions, and becomes dangerous to heavy masses of 
bricks and mortar superimposed upon it. It is from this cause that 
so many foundations of new buildings sink or partially give way al- 
most as soon as the superstructure is raised, drainage taking place 
after the work is completed, instead of proper attention having been 
paid to it before hand. There can be no doubt that if the lower beds 
on which London rests were drained as proposed, by artesian wells, 
a vast deal of mischief would arise from the general or local contrac- 
tion of clay beds, occasioned by the lower as well as the subsoil drain- 
age; and the cavernous chalk, deprived of its support, would in many 
places fall in, and occasion a corresponding depression of the surface. 
Were the subsoil and strata beneath, on which vast masses of build- 
ing are disposed, thoroughly drained by all the appliances of art, 
much good might result, and greater stability be insured to the su- 
perimposed masses ; but, when a city like London rests on a bed of 
clay, the tenacity and strength of which depends upon its retaining 
a certain degree of moisture, we ought to pause ere we give way to 
plans which in the end, in consequence of their being an exhaustible 
(not inexhaustible) supply of water, would recoil upon the projectors, 
and lay the seeds of great destruction of property.—The Builder. 


Extensive Fines tn TortennamM Court Roap AND WELLS STREET, 
Oxrorp streEet.—Shortly after one o'clock on ‘Thursday morning, 
an extensive fire broke out on the premises of Messrs Smith and Co., 
chair makers, §c., Francis street, Tottenham court Road. Engines 
from several of the brigade stations were shortly upon the spot, but 
a considerable length of time elapsed before the fire could be sub- 
dued. Before this fire was more than half extinguished, information 
was received by Mr Braidwood that a most alarming fire had burst 
forth from the first floor of the house numbered 75 in Wells street, 
Oxford street, in the oecupation of Mr Weedon, furniture broker, &c. 
The house is situate next door to the Wells street station of the 
London fire-engine establishment ; but unfortunately the engines 
belonging thereto had left some time before for the fire in Francis 
street. By the judicious conduct of police constable C 67 the doors 
were prevented from being opened, and the flames confined from the 
action of the current of air, and before the fire had extended to the 
staircase, to cut off the usual communication, the family were able 
to escape over the leads to the house of Mr Littlewood, butcher, at 
the corner of Castle street, almost in astate of nudity, and in the 
utmost alarm and fright. Mr Braidwood instantly dispatched the 
Farringdon-street engine, and followed himself with the powerful 
one belonging to the Watling-street station.

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THE PROVINCES. 

Mvyicipat ELections.—We were only able in the Postscript of 
our last week’s publication to mention the result of the elections in 
one or two of the country towns, which took place, universally, as our 
readers are aware, on Friday the Ist current. We here recapitulate 
those particulars, and give information, for the first time, of the re- 
sults in the more important boroughs throughout the country :— 

BikMINGHAM.--The elections here give the return of seven Whigs, six 
Radicals, and three Tories. The retiring members were ten Whigs and six 
Radicals, The Whigs have thus lost three, the Radicals have gained one, 
and the Tories, for the first time, have got a footing in the town council. 

Bristot.— Fourteen vacancies, filled up by seven Liberals und seven Tories, 

NorrinGHaM.—There were fourteen vacancies to fill up here, and much 
heat and animosity prevailed in consequence of the near equality of strength 
of the two parties, and the fact that the appointment of seven aldermen 
rested with the party who could return a majority. The result was, that 
the Whigs were able to return eight, the Tories only six, thus confirming to 
the former party the municipal government of the town, which they have 
enjoyed for upwards of acentury. Both parties accuse each other—and pro- 
bably with justice—of having on this occasion resorted to extensive and dis- 
oo bribery—a thing as yet new and happily singular in municipal elec- 

ions, 

CamBRIDGE.—The elections here terminated in a gain of three to the Li- 
beral party ; and the council now consists of 29 Tories and 11 Whigs. On 
the 9th (this day) four Tory aldermen and one Whig will go out of office. 

Lexps.—The result of the election here has been that two Conservatives, 
12 Liberals, and two who “hold the principles of the People’s Charter,” 
were returned. The Liberal preponderance, therefore, it is needless to say, 
remains. 

LiverpooL.—The election here resulted in the return of thirteen Conser- 
vatives and three Liberals, being sixteen altogether. Nine wards were con- 
tested, out of which the Liberals have succeeded in one only, The return of 
so many Conservatives can only be attributed to one cause—a local writer says 
—the inactivity of their opponents, as exhibited in a total absence of any 
material effort, and the reluctance with which several of the candidates came 
forward. None,of them canvassed the burgesses ; while one or two declared 
that, if even elected, they would pay the penalty imposed by the act rather 
than serve in the council. 

MANcuESTER.—The sixteen vacancies occurring here were filled by thir- 
teen Reformers and three Conservatives, leaving undisturbed the relative 
proportions of parties in the council.

More DiscontENT AMONGST THE FarmerRs.—The annval plough- 
ing match of the East Sussex Agricultural Association, we find by 
the Brighton Guardian, was held at Lewes on Friday last ; and after- 
wards a dinner—the usual concomitant of meetings of agricultural’ 
associations, and which was heretofore the main feature of the pro- 
ceedings, was given at the White Hart Inn ; but it was miserably at- 
tended, there being but eighteen persons present, including three re- 

rters! And this, though the chair was taken by George Darby, 
Fisq., the far renowned M.P. for East Sussex. The paucity of inte- 
rest felt in the objects of the association, as evinced by the small at- 
tendance, both on the ploughing ground and at the dinner, was one of 
the chief topics of the evening, and Mr J. Ellman, in proposing the 
health of the members fer the Eastern Division, took occasion to an 
imadvert on the absence of the farmers on such an occasion, contend- 
ing that it was the interest of the farmers to encourage their men by 
their presence on these occasions. After he had concluded, his 
brother, Mr George Ellman, addressed the meeting as follows :— 

“ No one,” he observed, “ can regret more than myself the absence of the 
influential men. Whether the landlords are ashamed to meet the tenante 
as an humble body, or whether they are afraid of hearing something that 
would not be palateable, I cannot say ; but I can guess which works in taeir 
breast the most. I am sorry that some influential tenant has not risen. 
am not a tenant, but an humble bailiff. The cause of their absence is this : 
— They deem the treatment of the aristocracy of this neighbourhood to be 
anything but what it ought to be towards them, I cannot imagine that 
they can be afraid of hea:ing any Tom Foo) like myself speak. am ata 
loss to know their reason for absenting themselves ; but from what I hear 
in the market, when they attend these meetings there is nothing but recom- 
mendations of great landowners to set labourers to work, manure, drain your 
lands ; but they omit one —- feature—they never tell the tenants how 
they can afford to pay for it. hope I don’t give offence by stating this ; 
but it has been brooding in my breast for some months, and I had it frem 
some of my friends who had more courtesy towards them than I have my- 
self. I feel that the tenantry of the neighbourhood have been siighted by 
the aristocracy. It is all very well for the aristocracy to point out what we 
should do; but the farmers know very well that it is out of their power to 
employ the labourers. I have been obliged,in pursuance of the directions 
given to me by my brother, to discharge four honest, respectable men from 
our farm, not because we have not plenty of work, but because he says he 
cannot afford to pay; and 1 have been obliged to obey his mandate, and [ 
am afraid the men are gone to the workhouse. The grand cause of the 
farmers not attending these meetings is, that they feel aggrieved. They will 
not come to hear only fulsome compliments paid by one gentleman to ano- 
ther at these meetings. That may please some people; but it does not 
please us.” Mr Ellman having obtained permission to propose a toast, gave 
in conclusion, * Liberal landlords and good tenants.” 

The Chairman said he always liked to hear the truth, and then he 
knew what to meet. He did not deem the reasons assigned by Mr 
George Ellman good or valid for the non-attendance of farmers, for it 
was certainly their interest to yet, as much as possible good 
ploughing. He certainly thought that, land lordsought to attend as 
well as farmers, and he trusted that, in spite of the remarks just made, 
there still existed a tolerable feeling between both classes.

The estates acquired by purchase by 
the late Mr Robert Hurst are strictly entailed, and Mr Hurst and his 
son only take life interests under the late Mr Hurst’s will.—Epb.]—

New Roman Catnoric Cuurcnes.—The Earl of Shrewsbury is 
building, at his own expense, asplendid Roman Catholic church at 
Cheadle, in Staffordshire, about five miles from his beautiful seat, 
Alton Towers. In addition to the materials for building this new 
church, which is to be composed entirely of stone, he intends to spend 
no less a sum than 25,000/ in ornamenting and completing the same. 
The ornamertal portion of the building is to be of the most magnifi- 
cent description, and altogether it will be one of the finest things of 
the kind in the kingdom. His lordship is also erecting a new 
church at the village of Alton, ahout a mile from his seat, solely at 
his own expense, with a monastery for a new order of Monks about 
to be established there. This building will cost a great deal of 
money, and will be of the most complete character, containing every 
description of department suitable to the extensive undertaking. 

Awrut Caramity at Dersy.—Six Lives Ltost.—An accident of a 
very awful character has just occurred at Derby. A few weeks ago 
the town council and commissioners of the borough agreed to arch 
over the Glitting mill-brook, in the Morlege, with the view of adding 
a large plot of land to the cattle market. ‘The works were accordingly 
commenced a few weeks back, and one portion of the arch over the 
brook completed, all but removing the centres. On Tuesday morn- 
ing the contractors’ labourers commenced removing the centres, and 
whilst in the act of taking away the last prop, the whole mass of ma- 
terial fell in, burying six unfortunate men in the ruins. 

Loss or Twenty-one Lives at OtpHamM.—On Thursday afternoon 
last week, in a suburb of Oldham, named Lower House, Greenacre’s 
Moor, some buildings recently erected there by Messrs Radcliffe 
Brothers, and called Lower House Mills, fell with a tremendous crash, 
at a time when there were 32 persons in it, of whom twenty-one have 
been killed, and others have been so much injured as to make the 
continuance of life no blessing. A coroner's jury regarding those 
deaths has been held, and they have pronounced the following ver- 
dict :—“Accidental death, caused by the falling of the building ; and 
the jury are unanimously of opinion that the causes of the accident are 
fully pointed out bythe able report of Messrs Fairburnand Bellhouse.” 
The amount of damage to the property is not easy at this time to esti- 
mate; but it will probably be not Jess than 4,000/, and may be consi- 
derably more. ‘The mill is not insured. At present, to add to the 
other casualties, about 800 hands are thrown out of employment by 
this catastrophe. 

Birtu ry a Mart Coacn.—On Saturday last a young woman, a na- 
tive of Swinbrook, near Burford, Oxon, who for some time past has 
been living in service at Oxford, was proceeding from that city to her 
home as an inside passenger by the Oxford and Cheltenham mail- 
coach, and when about three miles from Burford she was suddenly 
seized with the pains of labour and safely delivered of a fine boy. On 
the arrival of the coach, with this singular addition to its load, at the 
Bird-in-hand Hotel, Burford, the mother and child received the 
kindest attention from Mrs Humphries, the worthy landlady, and are 
both doing well. 

Success 1n Lire or a Pucitist.—Mr John Langan, better known 
in the sporting world as “Jack Langan,” who in the prize-fighting 
ring some years ago fought a pitched battle with Spring, last week 
purchased Thornton Hall estate for 9,000/. The property is situate 
near to the domain of Sir William Massey Stanley, Bart., of Hooton, 
near Chester. Langan has amassed a considerable sum of money in 
the business of an hotel keeper near to the Liverpool docks. Jack, 
who has made his money chiefly by the sale of the distilled liquid, has 
this week forwarded no less a sum than 50 guineas for the relief of 
the distresses of Father Mathew. 

Bank Forcery.—A forgery of 5/ notes of the Stockton and Dur- 
ham County Bank has just been discovered, though there is reason to 
think the amount in circulation is not considerable. 

“ Protection To AGricuLtuRE.” —QOn Thursday last, the 
“County of Somerset Society for the Protection of Agriculture,” 
held a meeting at Bridgewater. The preliminary business was trans- 
acted with closed doors. A dinner then took place, and after the 
dinner the landlords harangued such tenant-farmers as had allowed 
themselves to be collected together for the occasion. It being market 
day, from sixty to seventy had been caught. The owners of acres 
had it all their own way. An attempt was made to identify the inte- 
rests of tenant farmers and landlords, but it proved a complete failure. 
Mr Hancock, who spoke on behalf of the farmers, represented them 
| as being, throughout the kingdom, in a state of great difficulty and 
embarrassment. We have not the slightest doubt of the correctness 
i 








of Mr Hancock's assertions—it can scarcely be otherwise. The 
speeches at the Bridgewater meeting were common place, and chiefly 
remarkable for their boldness of assertion and absence of argument. 
Space will not permit of our dwelling upon them as we could have 
wished, or of entering fully into the general question. We merely 
glance at a few points. Mr William Miles, M.P., the chairman, cer- 
tainly did not mince matters. “Some legislative measure was always 
necessary in this country, to uphold that protection which the farmers 
(i. e. landlords) had a right to expect.” Now what does this mean ? 
Only this—that a perpetual tax shall be levied on the bread of the 
people of this country for the benefit of a class !—Bristol Mercury. 

IncEnpIARIsM Still prevails in various parts of the country. A de- 
structive fire took place on Wednesday night last at the village of 
Flempton, six miles distant from Bury St Edmund’s, on a farm in the 
occupation of Mr Cook. It was discovered between ten and eleven 
o'clock, and a large barn, containing four years’ growth of wool, and 
a great quantity of barley, were destroyed. Owing to the exertions 
of the firemen, the stacks and remaining outbuildings were preserved. 
The fire was no doubt the act of an incendiary. Considerable sensa- 
tion has been created in the county of Devon by four exceedingly de- 
structive fires, which have broken out in such a manner as to leave 
no douht of their being the works of incendiaries. 

Tue BirkenHEeEAD Dock Company have applied to the town-coun- 
cil of Liverpool to be allowed to purchase the reversionary interest of 
the corporation in the Wallasey estate, on which the company wish to 
erect warehouses; offering to pay for it in a gross sum at the valua- 
tion of competent parties. The council refused the application ; but 
on application to parliament on behalf of Birkenhead has been 
spoken of, 

TraveE or Leicester.—We are sorry to hear that a very sudden 
check has taken place within the last fortnight in the trade of Leices- 
ter. It is difficult to account for this, but the manufacturers attribute 
it to Sir R. Peel's new banking measure. Numbers of workpeople 
are now out of employ. So sudden a change had not occurred tor 
twenty years.—Stamford Mercury. 





SCOTLAND. 


Muenicipat Exvectrions.—The municipal elections in Scotland take 
place on the first Tuesday of November. The accounts have not 
yet reached London in all instances, but the following refers to the 
two principal burghs, and to Leith, for which we are indebted to 
Wednesday's Scotsman :— 

EpINBuRGH.—Thirteen vacancies ; filled up by ten Whigs and three To- 
ries. The council will now consist of twenty-seven Liberals and six Tories. 
As churchmen and dissenters, the numbers will probably stand thus—dis- 
senters, 24; churchmen, 9. 

GuLascow.—Ten vancies, filled up wholly by Liberals, there having been 
no contest. This absence of any attempt at opposition is seemingly owing 
to the lukewarmness of the Conservatives, consequent on their mistrust of 
Sir R. Peel’s policy. Party spirit, however, has very much abated in this 
quarter of late from various causes, and the polling which took place to-day 
excited little of the interest which usually accompanies a contested election. 

LeitH.—Seven vacancies here, wholly filled up by Liberals, 

Tue Weatner iN Scortanp.—For the last week we have been 
visited with a succession of gales from the north-east, and latterly 
from the south-east, which at times have approached to a hurricane. 
We observe from the papers, that both the English and Irish coasts 
have been visited with similar weather. The gales were generally 
unaccompanied with rain, and consequently no hindrance has been 
given to out-door labour. Potato lifting in this quarter is finished, 
and the crop has turned out better than was anticipated. The sowing 
of autumn wheat has also, in many cases, been brought to a close un- 
der favourable omens, and it is generally remarked that a larger 
breadth has this season been applied for that purpose than for some 
years.— Glasgow Chronicle. 

Tue Dunpee ADVERTISER, 1HE Arcu, &c.—We are sorry to no- 
tice the displeasure of our northern contemporary, the Dundee Adver- 
liser, at some remarks which appeared under our Scotch news the 
other week, having reference to the proposed erection of an arch in 
that town, to commemorate the landing of her Majesty there. The 
occasion of our making any remarks on the subject arose from the 
publication of a letter by Lord Kinnaird, expressive of his lordship’s 
disapproval of spending 1,000/ or more on an unmeaning and use less 
accumulation of stone and lime, and suggesting that such money 
might be spent on public baths or a public park, so as equally to com- 
memorate her Majesty’s landing, and be of some use at the same time, 
in which case he himself would be ready to subscribe. It is needless 
for us to repeat that we highly approved, and continue to approve, of 
Lord Kinnaird’s proposit:.n, and equally needless to say that we 
thought and think as little of theA rch movement as it is possible to 
do. Our Dundee contemporary, without saying much in defence of 
the arch, informs us “that it will be completed ;” and that “ Lord 
Kinnaird’s interference,” and, we suppose, he means also ours, “ can- 
not answer any good purpose.” What remains for us (and may we 
say for Lord Kinnaird also ?) but respectfully to beg pardon of the 
wise people of Dundee (as we shall be sure to call them in future), for 
having given them better advice than they seem capable of taking ! 
Farther discussion is useless. 

County or Fire.—The half-yearly meeting of the commissioners 
of supply for the county was held in the county rooms, on Tuesday, 
the 29th ult., at twelve noon—Colonel Lindsay in the chair. The 
chairman laid before the meeting communications in respect to the 
changes proposed in the Scotch banking system, from Glasgow Cham- 
ber of Commerce, justices of peace and commissioners of supply of 
Berwick, Linlithgow, and Ayr, and Chamber of Commerce and Ma- 
nufactures of Dundee. After which Lord Leven proposed a series of 
resolutions condemnatory of the threatened changes on this subject ; 
which resolutions were seconded by Mr Cheyne, and unanimously 
adopted, 
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STRATHAVEN, LanarksHIRE.—Cn Friday, last week, a fire broke 
out here, by which about fifty houses were burnt to the ground. Some 
accounts state that 53 houses in all have been destroyed, and 104 fa- 
milies deprived of the means of livelihood, or made dependent for 
shelter and support upon friends, relations, and neighbours. It is cal- 
culated that from 50 to 60 looms, with webs, principally belonging to 
Glasgow manufacturers, have been consumed, and it will take a long 
time indeed before the loss to the operative weavers can be made up. 
No such conflagration has been known in this part of the country for 
many years, and it has created amongst all classes the deepest sorrow 
and regret. A brewery and large tanwork were among the sacrifices 
to the flames. 





IRELAND. 





Mr O’Connett.—On the 17th instant Mr O’Connell is to leave 
Derrynane Abbey for Limerick, to attend the Munster provincial din- 
ner on the 20th. 

RuMmovurED CuAaNGEs ON THE BeNcu.—This subject is once more 
revived ;—on the present occasion by the ministerial Morning Herald, 
whose Dublin correspondent writes— 


*“ It is likely that important changes will, before the lapse of many weeks, 

erhaps days, take place on the Irish bench. The absence of Chief Justice 
Pesoctshes, and his continued illness, has given rise to a rumour that his 
retirement will cause a vacancy in the Queen’s Bench, which in all proba- 
bility will be filled by the right hon. T. B. C, Smith, our distinguished At- 
torney General. It is likewise currently rumoured that Mr Justice Burton, 
who is long since entitled to retire ‘upon full pay,’ will make room for a 
successor, and that Mr Solicitor General Greene (who is convalescent, but 
still in a delicate state of health) will be afforded an opportunity to accept 
the office. There are various other rumours and speculations afloat, but the 
serious indisposition of the Chief Justice of the Queen’s Bench has, I be- 
lieve, in a great measure, caused importance to be attached to any of them.” 


Tue Reoistrres.—The Orange journals admit—it would be absurd 
to deny—the total defeat of the Conservatives at the registries now 
in progress. The re-action is most complete. In few or none of the 
registry courts do the Conservatives make a stand. The entire 
party seem paralysed, and it is in vain that the Government jour- 
nals attempt to rally them by appeals to the old Orange spirit.— 
Morning Chronicle. 

SusscripTion FoR FatuEer Matuew.—A meeting of noblemen 
and gentlemen, interested in the subscription to relieve Father 
Mathew from his pecuniary difficulties, was held on Friday last in 
Dublin. The Duke of Leinster presided. The following resolutions 
were adopted :— 

“ That it is advisable to propose to the people of the United Kingdom to 
raise by public subscription a sum of at least 20,000/, a sufficient amount of 
which should, in the first place, be appropriated to the liquidation of Fa- 
ther Mathew’s debts, and the balance applied either in the purchase of an 
annuity, or in any other way that might be deemed more advisable, for the 
purpose of securing Father Mathew an annual income to enable him to pur- 
sue his useful labours during the remainder of his life uninterrupted by 
pecuniary embarrassments. 

“That the following noblemen and gentlemen do form a committee to 
carry the foregoing resolution into effect :—The Duke of Leinster, the?Earl 
of Devon, the Earl of Wicklow, the Earl of Lucan, Lord Cloncurry, Right 
Hon. A. R. Blake, Right Hon. R. D. Pigot, the Provost of Trinity College, 
the Solicitor-General, Daniel O'Connell, Esq. M.P., Peter Purcell, Esq., 
Maurice O’Connell, Esq. M.P., Rev. Sir Harcourt Lees, Bart., Sir Arthur 
Clarke, James Haughton, Esq., Pierce Mahony, Esq., Robert R. Guinness, 
Esq., Richard D. Webb, Esq., John Classon, Esq., Francis B. Haly, Esq., 
Very Rev. Archdeacon Hamilton, Alderman Joseph Boyce, Sir G. Whit- 
ford, and J. Perry.” 

Subscriptions are daily pouring in. Amongst those received is one 
of 50/ from the Marquis of Lansdowne. 

Tue Repear Assocration met as usual, on Monday, with a meagre 
attendance; the Conciliation hall not being much more than half 
filled. Mr Alderman Butler presided. The first business was the 
passing of a resolution calling upon the people to put forth all their 
energies at the approaching period for the collection of the O'Connell 
compensation fund. <A letter was read from Mr Smith O’Brien, on 
the subject of federalism. ‘The following is a passage :— 

*“ For my own part, I feel persuaded that a simple repeal of the union— 
that is, a return to the international arrangementsstipulated in 1782 between 
Great Britain and Ireland, accompanied by a reconstruction of the Irish 
Parliament upon a reformed principle—is both more easily attainable, and 
when attained, more conducive to the interests of Ireland, than any federal 
constitution which can be devised , but, though such be my individual opi- 
nion, I am not prepared to reject any plan for the repeal of the union which 
shall appear to be more practicable and more satisfactory to all who may 
fairly claim to be parties to the adjustment of this great questien, Give to 
Ireland ample powers of self-government, and, on this condition, we are 
willing to consider what frame of constitution will at the same time tend 
most effectually to maintain the strength and unity of the British emplre. 
We invite those who call themselves federalists to point out to us the means 
by which this twofold object can be attained. We profess ourselves dis- 
posed to make some concessions of opinion, and totry a federal constitution 
by way of experiment, if they can show us that the benefits of domestic 
legislation will be thereby more speedily realised ; but we will give no con- 
sent to any project which does not reserve to Ireland full power of protect- 
ing its own domestic interests.” 

A lettee was also read from Mr O'Connell, denouncing the Recha- 
bite society in Scotland, and advising the association to put forth all 
its energies to crush the riband system, which appears to be greatly 
on the increase. Mr M. O'Connell moved that the letter be referred 
to a committee to report upon the riband system. Mr Balfe seconded 
the motion, and bore his testimony to the prevalence and dangers of 
ribandism. Mr M. O’Connell next addressed the meeting on the 
state of the registry. Several sums of money were handed in and 
letters read, and the meeting was adjourned. The rent for the week 
Was announced to be 289/ 15s 2d. 

Fepreratism.—Mr O'Connell, the liberator, has addressed a letter 
to the editor of the Kerry Examiner, suggested by an article in that 











proposal of federalism till it be seen exactly what federalism is. 
He adds— 

* The federal plan will, in all probability, appear very shortly before the 
public. Whatever it shall prove to be, there is one thing certain, that its 
supporters should be treated with the utmost courtesy and deference ; that 
their plans should be canvassed in a manner the most respectful, argumen- 
tative, and conciliatory ; and that every mode of inducing rational and pa- 
triotic men to join the present assoviation should be resorted to. There is 
nothing derogatory in the most strenuous and most supplicatory efforts to 
combine the Irish gentry of every persuasion with the Irish people in the 
cause of their common country.” 

Murper or Artuur Gioster, Esa.—Another appalling murder 
has been committed, the victim being a landlord who had taken legal 
steps for the eviction of some of his tenants. The scene of this 
murder is the county of Clare, which, for several years past, has been 
remarkably free from agrarian crime. The victim is Mr Arthur 
Gloster, of Moylish. He was shot dead on Monday. The assassin 
or assassins remain as yet undiscovered. 

Wrecks anv Loss or Lire.—The most melancholy results of the 
late gales are published :—On Saturday, a vessel was observed in the 
offing from Balbriggan making the harbour; but, in consequence of 
the high tide, and the violence of the gale, she was not able to effect 
that object. She was driven ashore about half a mile below; and, 
such was the fury of the wind and waves, that she was at once dashed 
on the rocks, and fell over on her beam-ends. She proved to be 
the Shammon, of Whitehaven, in ballast, Captain Collins master. 
Her crew consisted of eight hands, three of whom—the captain, his 
brother, who was mate, and a seaman—were washed off the wreck, 
and drowned. The bodies of the ill-fated men are not found.— 
Another fatal casualty occurred at Clogher, about seven miles from 
Drogheda. A brig, name unknown, laden with wheat, supposed from 
Wexford, and bound to Liverpool, was totally wrecked, and all 
hands supposed to be lost, as there was no account of any of them. 
—Another wreck took place at Annagasson, near the same place. 
Name of the vessel unknown. She was dashed to pieces.—A large 
vessel, about 700 tons burthen, named the Rose of Belfast, Mont- 
gomery, master, was driven violently on shore at Skerries, but most 
fortunately the crew, consisting of fourteen men and one woman, @ 
passenger, were all got off safely from the wreck. She was timber- 
laden, and left Quebec on this day five weeks. She was bound for 
Belfast.—A large quantity of timber. and other things beloaging to 
ships, were picked up between Balbriggan and Drogheda; the figure- 
head of a ship, and a piece of board with ‘the name Fairy Queen, was 
found at Balbriggan.— Several small craft were more or less injured 
at Baldoyle, Malahide, and along the coast. A large vessel, sup- 
posed to be an Indiaman (but all inquiry proved unsuccessful to 
ascertain anything about her), was seen in a wrecked condition off 
Ireland’s Eye. On Saturday night, the Kingston trading vessel was 
consumed by fire in Dublin harbour. 

Tue Potato Crorp.—The late crop of potatoes in Ireland is found 
to exceed the produce of any year on record. The abundant growth 
of this vegetable has surpassed all expectation, and the poor man’s 
harvest, which is now but opening, exhibits in the smallest gardens 
an amazing quantity of this inestimable root, the size of what Dominie 
Sampson would term “ prodigious,” many weighing 3 lb to 4 lb each. 
—Limerick Chronicle. 











FOREIGN AND COLONIAL. 


Fraxce.—The French government has given the strictest orders 
to remove all Spanish emigrants from the south of France to 
the department of the Cote d’Or, where alone they are to be allowed 
to take up their residence. ‘To such an extent 1s this carried, that 
some Spanish merchants, established in the south of France, have 
been obliged to break up their establishments, to their utter ruin. 
The last accounts from Morocco state that Abd-el-Kader has refused 
the Emperor of Morocco to repair to Fez, and that he had taken 
refuge in the desert with all the followers who had remained faithful 
to him, M. Thiers has arrived in Paris. 

Sparn.—On Saturday there came accounts of an attempted assas- 
sination of General Narvaez and Baron de Meer. The following is 
the substance of the information given :— : 

“ Maprip, Oct. 27.—A fresh conspiracy has just been discovered. Ge- 
neral Narvaez was to have been assassinated at the gate of the French Em- 
bassy, where he dined. General Prim was arrested this morning. Other 
arrests were made last night and this morning.” 

* BarcELona, Oct. 27.—At eight o’clock this afternoon two assassins 
were arrested at the moment they were about to attack the Baron de 
Meer, who was alighting from his carriage at the theatre. They were 
rescued from the guard which was escorting them to the Atarazanas by 
a mob, consisting of at least 500 armed men.” 

Berwin, Oct. 29.—The political writer, Doctor Joel Jacobi, corres- 
pondent of several German papers, was arrested in this capital some 
days ago on account of his writings, and confined in the criminal 
prison.—New Hamburg Gazette. 

Denmark.—The King of Denmark, it is said, has given his sane- 
tion to another of those railroad projects (the Gokanforde one) which 
were brought forward last spring, and seized upon with so much avi- 
dity during the mania which existed at that time. A meeting of sub- 
scribers was held at Hamburg, on Thursday, last week, and a protest 
against the farther prosecution of the measure was agreed to; but it 
is not expected to be effectual. These projects were got up by adven- 
turers, whose sole object was to derive a profit from the subscribers, 
and who, in many eases, succeeded. ‘The projects were the most 
senseless that can he conceived. Nevertheless, subscribers actually 
scrambled and fought for large proportions of the supposed lucky 
schemes; and they will now, as they richly deserve it, smart most 
severely for their folly. It is not to be supposed that the Danish go- 
vernment will forego the opportunity of intersecting the country with 


paper ov ‘ederalism, in which he principally deprecates attacking the % railroads if it can be done at the expense of their neighbours! 
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Ixpra anp Curxa.—On Monday the regular Bombay mail reached 
London. It brings us dates from Western India later than those 
brought by the Caleutta steamer, and our China news, though not 
later, is much fuller, Great complaints were made of there being 
no British vessel before Canton to awe the rabble, over whom the 
Chinese authorities have no control. The want of the energetic hand 
of Sir Henry Pottinger was already felt. The Bombay journals and 
letters represent the affairs of the Punjab as by no means so tranquil 
or so insignificant as the accounts which came round by ¢ alcutta 
would lead us to expect. On the contrary, a fierce conflict was ex- 
pected between Heera and Goolab Singh, the former preparing to 
march from Lahore to chastise Goolab in his mountains. Lord Ellen- 
borough's campain, and his subsequent political arrangements, had by 
no meaus quieted the Mahrattas. Ram Rao, the only personage in 
Gwalior who inspired the British with confidence, has been fired at. 
His determinatian, and that of Sir Richmond Shakspeare, to prevent 
suttees, and the other items of Indian misgovernment, had produced 
much malignity and discontent: and the regret is, that since Lord 
Ellenborough did go to the extreme and expense of conquest, that he 
did not complete his intervention, by an arrangement more efficient 
and more stringent. The southern region of the Mahratta country 
was also disturbed. The people had taken possession of some forts, 
and the efforts of the British, under Colonel Wallace, to dis} lace 
them, had not yet, by the last news, been crowned by success. The 
Bombay Presidency was even taking precautions, as if the state of the 
country would require more troops. It is thought that the troubled 
state of the Sikh country will require the presence of the Governor- 
Gen ral in the west. One of our vessels, the Samarang, had been 
fired into by a French vessel. 

Execution or tHe NaTIve McTINEERS IN ScrnpE.—Svkkvr, Serv. 
11.—This morning the whole of the troops at this station were pa- 
raded to witness the execution of six of the mutineers of the 64th 
Native Infantry. Thirty-nine were tried by a general court-martial, 
and 38 sentenced to death; the Commander-in-Chief confirmed the 
sentence of death on the six worst; the others were commuted to 
transportation, twenty for life, six for fourteen years, and six for seven 
years, but not across the seas. The culp! its were escorted by a party 
of the 13th; they asked if their pay and money had all been sent or 
arranged for their families, and being answered in the affirmative, 
they shouted a little, and then ascended the drop, put the ropes round 
their own uecks—one swung himself off before the drop was let go; 
in a minute the poor wretches were launched into eternity. 





CommeErctaL NEGOCIATIONS WitTH France.—Dr Bowring is still in 
Paris, and is likely to remain some days longer. It is reported that 
he has been sent by the British cabinet to open the way for a resump- 
tion of the commercial negociations between the two countries; but 
I cannot find that this is the He was, however, as you know, 
joint commissioner with Mr Bulwer; and as that gentleman is no 
longer here, it would be impossible for the British Government to se- 
lect a more competent negociator on this subject than Dr Bowring, 
who is necessarily already acquainted with the whole afiair, and is no 
stranger to the finesse of French negociations. Whether Dr Bowring, 
being in the opposition, would accept the appointment from the Tory 
administration, is a question which only himself can answer.—Paris 
Corre sponde nt of Globe. 

SHIP-BUILDING IN ENGLAND FOR -The Phare, of Bayonne, 
of Friday, says :—“ We have already announced the arrival here of 
two officers uf the Spanish navy, on their way to England, to super- 
intend the building of several vessels of war which have been ordered 
by the Spanish government. We now learn that one of these vessels 
is to be a steamer of 350-horse power, for which a contract has been 
entered into with Messrs Miller and Co. The Spanish government in- 
tends at the same time to build at Passages another steamer of 150- 
horse power. All the materials for this vessel, the building of which 
is entrusted to M. Escudero, are ready, and as soon as she is completed 
she will go to England to take in her engines, which are also to be 
supplied by Messrs Miller and Co. 

Russian Trape witH Cuina.—St Pelersburgh, Oct. 22.—At the 
fair of Nishni Novogorod there were 39,000 of tea and 
60,000 lb. of copper. The supply of cotton goods was much thesame 
as that of last fair. There was very little Persian silk, and what 
there was is said to have been purchased for England. Tea 
bought very rapidly, though at reduced prices. On the whole, trade 
was brisk. A great deal of woollen cloth was sent to China.

Lyceum THEATRE.—A new and entertaining dramatic sketch, 
entitled, Zo Persons about to Marry, has been produced at this theatre. 
The principal character is a testy old bachelor (Mr Frank Matthews), 
who has a nephew (Mr Stoker) living with him, and who, finding that 
his household is very ill-managed, and that his servants are robbing 
him on every side, advertises in all the morning papers for a widow 
willing to become his housekeeper. The whole street in which he | 
resides is, at the appointed time, lined with widows. Heis most 
amazingly astonished, and can find no means of dispersing them. His 
nephew, who has married contrary to his uncle’s express directions, 
introduces his wife to him as a widow, and a fit person to undertake 
the management of his household. ‘The old gentleman takes a great 
fancy to her, and tells her that he has no person who cares for him, 
She tells him he has a nephew who is very much attached to him. 
He says that he wishes his nephew would marry such a person as 
herself, and that he, with their children, would then have somebody 
who cared tor him. <A denouement follows such a declaration, and the 
old gentleman pardons his nephew, and is made, with the rest, su- | 
premely happy. The cross, testy old bachelor is admirably depicted 
by Mr F. Matthews. This smart trifle has given satisfaction, and is 
in, we dare say, for a considerable run. 

Surrey THeEaTre.—A new drama has been brought out at this 
theatre, under the title of the Sisters of Chatillon. ‘These sisters are the 
daughters of a worthy Swiss farmer, the enticement of the one of 
whom, from the home of her childhood and the paths of virtue, by the 
blandishments of a man of rank, and the heroic devotion of the other 
in her efforts to recover her sister and preserve her from ruin, consti- 
tute the principal subject of the fable. Adele, the younger sister, hav- 
ing been inveigled from her home by the Marquis de Lignis, Marie re- 
solves to seek her in Paris, whither she concludes she has been con- 
veyed. After encountering various difficulties, she at length succeeds 
in accomplishing this pious purpose ; she finds her sister surrounded 
by splendour, but buried in remorse. The fugitive is restored to the 
arms of her parent, but is pursued by her lover, whose endeavour to 
carry her off again is frustrated by the intervention of the father, the 
immediate effect of whose attack appears to have been fatal. For this 
act the old man is arraigned for murder, but the timely appearance of 
the Marquis at the critical moment of his condemnation, preserves 
him from the doom about to be awarded. The seducer then repenting 
of the wrong done to her, determines to make the best reparation in 
his power, by conferring upon her a legal title to his name and rank. 
Thus the consummation is consolatory to all parties. There are some 
minor incidents, which relate principally to the courtship of a peasant 
youth and girl, represented by Mr Vale and Miss Terrey, which af- 
ford great satisfaction to the audience, particularly in the pit and gal- 
leries. It will be seen that there is nothing very novel in the design 
of this piece, nor is the language, either serious or comic, such as to 
command any very high acknowledgment on the score of originality 
or point.

Haymarket Taeatre.—A miserable piece, called Sam Patch, was 
produced at this theatre on Monday night. Upon the strength of a 
current of Kentucky witticisms, from the lips of Mr Marble, it ran a 
portion of its career without impediment, but the absurdity of the act- 
ing business soon awakened the wrath of the audience, and their con- 
demnation was loud and peremptory.

Poisons AND THEIR ANTIDOTEs.—At Royal Polytechnic Insti- 
tution, Monday and during the week, Dr Ryan delivered, to a very 
numerous audience, the second of his proposed lectures on the nature 
of poisons, the tests for discovering their presence, and the most 
effectual means of counteracting their effects. It would exceed our 
limits to follow the learned professor through the details of this 


highly valuable discourse ; but we will content ourselves with givin

antidotes most to be relied on in cases of poisoning by prussic acid 
and also the tests to denote its presence, The tests by 
presence may be discovered, are—first, its peculiar odour ;

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the formation of prussian blue :—Add caustic potassa to the suspected 
liquid ; then add a protosalt of iron, 
muriatic acid. Thirdly, the formation of cy: anide of silver by adding 
nitrate of silver to the suspected liquid. The cyanide is distinguished 
by its solubility in hot nitric acid. Fourthly, by the 
cyanide of cop per, and its conversion into a dic yi anide. This is done 
by adding caustic potassa to the suspected liquid, then introducing a 
few drops of solution of sulphate of copper, the cyanide is formed 
by a yellowish green: on the ad 7 of muriatic acid a white dicya- 
nide is precipité ated. And, fifthly, by the action of tincture of guia- 
cum ; add the tincture to the prussic acid liquid,—a white resin is 
precipitated ; 
copper, and a beautiful blue results, made more intense by the addi- 
tion of alcohol. <A fallacy may occur here, as a tincture of guiacum 
will produce a similar ‘blue colour with spirit of nitric ether. 
Sixthly, where the odour is not detected, distillation will discover 
the acid. The antidotes are chlorine, ammonia, cold effusion, arti- 
ficial respiration, and, finally, the recently discovered method of the 
celebrated chemists, Messrs Smith, of Edinburgh. Their antidote 
is thus prepared :—Boil sulphate of iron with sulphuric acid and 
water, and add a few drops of nitric acid. In this way a protopersalt 
of iron is formed. Give to the patient, first of all, a solution of car- 
bonate of potassia, and then a dose of the protopersalt of iron. ‘The 
change which takes place is a most beautiful and effective one, result- 
ing in the formation of prussian blue, which, being insoluble, is con- 
sequently inert.

Mr Justice Erskine, from continued dishealth and consequent 
inability to perform his duties, has been obliged to resign his seat 
in the Court of Common Pleas. He retires, we believe, with the 
goodwill of the entire profession, and with the character of having 
been a painstaking and impartial judge. It is almost needless to 
say, considering the honoured name which he bore, that in private 
opinion he was a Whig; and the Ministry have selected a gen- 
tleman belonging to the same party, Mr Erle, as his fittest avail- 
able successor. Mr Erle sat in Parliament for some years, and 
was a steady adherent of the Melbourne administration, though he 
did not trouble the house with speeches. He has latterly devoted 
himself entirely to professional pursuits. His abilities are spoken 
highly of by those best qualified to judge,—indeed by all. His 
appointment, therefore, is creditable to the Ministry, among whose 
adherents there are those at least not #// qualified for the post, 
and who it may be supposed endeavoured to get it. Such occur- 
rences as these deservedly give strength to the opinion prevalent 
among Englishmen, that the highest legal tribunals in the country 
are presided over by men, who, drawn though they be from dif- 
ferent ranks and parties in the commonwealth, and possessed as 
they are of the common prejudices and prepossessions which belong 
to different parties in a free country, bring with them characters 
which command respect even from opponents, and administer 
universal justice to the public satisfaction.

for the first ten months this year, have reached the large quantity of 
29,046 chests. The average deliveries of the preceding nine years 
were only 21,170 chests for the same period per year, and during the 
same nine years there were 54,026 chests of Java indigo imported into 
the Dutch ports, which all have been sold to the continental trade, 
and consumed, with the exception of a trifling residue left oyer either 
from the late public sales in Holland, or from recent importations. 
| The excess of this year’s export from this country over last year’s, 








| 


amounting to upwards of 6,000 chests for the first ten months, is ow- | 


ing to a decided increase in the consumption—to a somewhat reduced 
quantity of Java indigo this year in Holland—and to a diminished ex- 
port last year from here, in consequence of high prices in the course 
of the year 1843, and prospects of lower ones this year. ‘The home 
trade has taken this year upwards of 3,000 chests more than last, and 
we are assured that the private warehouses of country dealers and 
manufacturers are at present not more stocked than usually at this 
time of the year, which is in some measure corroborated by the con- 
tinuance of a moderate demand ever since the close of the last exten- 
sive quarterly sales.

The increase in the export this year, it will be seen, is nearly in 
equal proportion to all foreign parts which draw their supplies from 
here. The total export to Germany, Austria, and Switzerland, via 
Hamburg, Holland, Belgium, and Calais, may be estimated this year, 
from the details furnished by our tables, at about 9,000 chests—a 
quantity less than one-half of that which those countries annually 
consume, according to the latest official returns and estimates; but 
it must be borne in mind, that the same countries consume a consider- 
able portion of the Java indigo annually imported by the Dutch. An 
essential increase in the consumption seems to have taken place in 
the United States of America and Canada. We observe an export 
from London to those countries, in the first ten months this year, of 
about 1,600 chests, in addition to at least 1,200 chests which were 
shipped from Calcutta to the United States last season (1843—44). 
The aggregate quantity, therefore, is considerably larger than any in 
the preceding seasons.

This table proves, like the preceding ones, that the present season 
is, for the total deliveries, the largest ever known. It shows the 
outgoings to amount to 32,613 chests in the twelve months, ending 
the 3ist October 1844, while the average deliveries of the preceding 
five years amount only to 25,423 chests for each. The value of in- 
digo, however, is now much lower than in the former five years, from 
which circumstance a progressing increase in the consumption may 
be expected, and much is said of late of substitutes for indigo not 
being any longer used in such large quantities since the genuine ar- 
ticle of blue dye has become 30 to 40 per cent cheaper than it was 
during the past five or ten years. 

Since the arrival of the last intelligence from India, our indigo 
market has become quiet, and we have not heard of any transactions 
of moment. Parties now wishing to realize would be obliged to ac- 
cept of lower rates, but we have not heard of any parcels pressing 
upon the market, and, from the foregoing statements, it appears not 
unlikely that early next year a demand may arise fully as extensive 
as the above statistical figures of home consumption and exportation 
denote.

The yalue of cotton is now from 15 to 20 per cent lower, upon an 
average, than at the corresponding period of the two last years. It is 
even somewhat below that of the cheapest period of last year, which 
was in July 1843. Notwithstanding the prices being so much re- 
duced, and the satisfactory state of all the manufacturing branches, 
consumers only buy from hand to mouth. ‘There is no disposition to 
speculate, and in fact a further decline, and a permanence of still 
lower prices, is generally anticipated from the overwhelming supply 
which a crop of 2,500,000 bales in the United States, will bring to 
bear upon the siock of about one million of bales in our ports, with 
which the year 1845 is likely to open. 

The stock in the three ports, as shown in the above table, amounted 
to 1,021,300 bales, on the first of November of this year, and there- 
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fore shows an excess of 156,000 bales, compared with the same period 


1843. 

The import of East India cotton alone shows an excess this year, 
being to all the ports 210,000 bales in 1844, against 156,000 bales in 
1843. 

The deliveries for home consumption in this country do not for the 
first ten months of this year quite reach the total quantity delivered 
in the same period of 1843, but as the quantity required in the two 
remaining months will be larger than last year, there will, therefore, 
no doubt be an excess for the whole of the year 1844 compared with 
the previous twelvemonth. In the first five months of 1844, the 
home deliveries only amcunted to 505,393 bales; the total delivery 
now, up to 3lst October, amounting to 1,191,309 bales, there have 
been taken 685,916 bales for home consumption from the Ist of June 
to the 3lst October 1844, being at the rate of 31,513 bales per week 
for the last five months. The apparent smallness of the deliveries 
in the first five months of the present year, while trade was so active, 
may be accounted for by the unusual stocks held by manufacturers 
at the beginning of the year, and which were worked up during 
that period. The stocks of cotton, with spinners and manufacturers, 
are known to be short, and certainly not to exceed those held on 
the first of June; the deliveries therefore, may safely be taken to be 
in this instance the true criterion of consumption. 

In this market the stock of cotton amounts to 92,500 bales, of which 
74,000 bales of Surat, and 13,000 bales of Madras, against a total stock 
of 83,000 bales in 1843. 

Some considerable sales, consisting of 7000 bales Surat and 1700 
bales Madras, mostly of very ord and ord qualities, are announced 
for the 14th instant. The London market has latterly been very quiet, 
and East India descriptions have, since the beginning of last month, 
undergone a decline of #d to 4d per 1b, having in that respect con- 
formed to the Liverpool market. 

The export of cotton yarn from Hull to the Continent of Europe 
amounts to 71,013 bales, from Ist of January to 3lst October 1844, 
against 74,044 bales during the same period in 1843. 








THE STATE OF THE AMERICAN TRADE. 


So intimately and so extensively are all our commercial interests 
now associated with those of the United States, that it becomes ne- 
cessary most carefully to watch the progress of affairs in that country 
during the present excited period. For some time past we have on 
several occasions called the attention of our readers to the increasing 
symptoms of danger likely to arise from the sudden and speculative 
trade which has been carried on there. The present state of that 
market, of the circumstances which have led to it, and of the dangers 
which threaten therefrom, are so well expressed in the following pa- 
per which we have received this week from New York, and which 
account is fully corroborated by others, that we feel it a duty to pre- 
sent it to our readers. 

It is a most remarkable feature in the case, that, notwithstanding 
the high tariff, while the import of goods altogether free of duty dur- 
ing the last year has diminished in amount, that of goods subject to 
duties has increased by more than double, compared with 1843 ; and, 
instead of a balance in favour of America, of exports over imports, of 
10,808,000 dollars in 1843, there is in the present year a balance 
against them of imports over exports of 41,000,000 dollars; but the 
following will best exhibit the exact facts of the case :— 

The value of the exports from New York for September was 
nearly double that for August, and nearly equal to the value of ex- 
ports for both July and August. Notwithstanding this, the balance 
against us on our own importations is steadily and rapidly increasing. 
We annex a table showing the imports and exports to October Ist, 
and the balance against us in our foreign trade :—

This is a very small amount, and the limited shipments can only be 
accounted for from the fact, that almost every one largely indebted 
abroad is putting off the time of payment as long as possible. They 
cannot get out of debt by postponing the time of payment; the 
amount to be paid is only accumulating, and must become more diffi- 
cult to lift eventually. 

There is not the slightest foundation for the reports that large 
quantities of foreign manufactures—of the recent importations—have 
been re-shipped, sent back from whence they came. Owners of these 
goods abroad much rather submit to a sacrifice in this market than in 
their own, both on account of their pocket and credit. Our auction 
houses are filled with these foreign manufactures, and prices for 
them are depreciating every day. Many jobbers have been serious 
sufferers by the late declins in prices. Large purchases were made 
early in the season, at the prices then current, in anticipation of a 
very extensive trade. They have been unfortunate in their anticipa- 
tions. ‘Trade has not been so active as looked for, and prices have 
fallen, from the immense supply of goods and the diminished amount 
of business compared with the spring trade. The importers, jobbers, 
and retailers, have very large stocks at this moment, and great 
sacrifices must be submitted to by all parties. We have too many 
goods in this market to keep up a healthy state of things. Our 
manufacturers have been, all through the season, very actively en- 
gaged in turning out goods, and the market is as much overstocked 
with domestic as foreign manufactures, and the depreciation in prices is 
equally as great on one as the other. The first evil effect of the 
over-trading carried on for the past two seasons will show itself in 
the most remote section of the country, among those who were in- 
duced to purchase larger stocks of goods than they were able to pay 
for, and who must become bankrupts by an over-extension of credits. 
From this the troubles spread through every department of business, 
and bankruptcy follows on. The importer cannot pay the manufac- 
turer, unless the jobber pays him; the jobber cannot pay the im- 
porter unless the retailer pays what he owes ; and the A train of 
trade is so mingled together that when one of the links give way, the 
whole system becomes deranged. At the rate the commercial 
classes of this city have progressed for the past nine months, a revolu- 
tion in commercial affairs, commencing as we have stated above, 
must assuredly come round in less than three years. A look at the 
vast change that has taken place in our foreign trade since 1843, is 
sufficient to convince any one of the truth of the remark. The 
importations into the United States for 1843 amounted to 89,255,182 
dols., and the exports to 100,063,266 dols., leaying a balance in our 
favour of 10,808,084 dols.

The excess of free goods in 1843, is 
to be attributed to the numerous cargoes of tea and coffee entered in 
the second quarter, in anticipation of a duty being put upon these 
articles during the sitting of congress, then in session. Every offi- 
cial return from the Treasury Department or from the Custom House, 
shows a very great increase in the receipts of foreign merchandise 
into the country, and we have well-grounded fears that a great deal 
of commercial trouble and embarrassment will grow out of these ex- 
tended movements.

A late decision of the Secretary of the United States Treasury, on 
a question involving the import duty upon coffee, is not unworthy 
the attention of our merchants. In the late treaty between the Go- 
vernment of the Netherlands and the United States, it is stipulated 
that goods imported into the respective countries shall pay no higher 
rate of duty in foreign bottoms than in national vessels, whatever 
may be the origin of the goods. Tea and coffee, from the place of 
their growth, are free of duty in the United States, but are subject 
to a duty of 20 per cent when imported from Europe, whether in 
American or foreign vessels. Under the = ~ es their 
growth,” the Government of the Netherlands had claimed the right 
to import the above-named articles into the United States in Dutch 
vessels from the ports of Holland, because they had been imported 
in American ships, free of duty, into Holland, from the place of 
growth. On the experiment being tried, the custom-house authori- 
ties in the United States charged the 20 per cent duty on some car- 
goes imported there from Holland, under the plea that they were not 
direct from the place of origin. The question was, in consequence, 
referred to the United States Treasury for decision, and the con- 
struction put upon the phrase alluded to is that it excludes all goods 
imported under such circumstances from a discriminating duty.

The Pernambuco Commercial Journal of the 3)st of August 1844, 
observes that Brazil now produces about 100,000 tons of sugar, none 
of which is consumed in England ; but by its admission at a reason- 
able duty, British ships would become the great carriers, k aving to 
them an increase over what they now derive of probably 7: 5,0007 to 
100,0007 per annum for freight. The consumption in Brazil of British 
goods is in value about one-half of what she consumes from all foreign 
countries; and we will suppose that 40,000 tons of sugar (in value 
about 600,000/) are annually shipped from Brazil to other foreign 
countries for British account, as remitiances ; on this amount pro- 
bably 74 per cent, or 45,000/, is paid in Hamburg, Trieste, and other 
5 ign ports for commission, warehouse rent, insurance charges, &c., 
and which the British merchant would gain or save by the sugar 
being received and sold in England. Considerable time and risk 
would also be saved, for the merchant in England has now to wait 
five months (from the time of shipment) before the bill falls due 
which he receives against his sugar sold in Trieste, besides the risk 





of said bill; whereas, by his sugar being seMt direct to England, he 
could turn it into cash in two to three months from the time ot 
shipment. The admission of Brazil sugar into England would in- 
crease the demand, enhance its value, and benefit Brazil, which 
would enable her to become a larger consumer of British manu- 
factures.

Its expedi- 
ency as a financial step has been the sole ground of 
question ; but now, even this can scarcely be doubted : 
for let it be remembered, that the Old Postage Revenue 
had been absolutely stationary tor twenty years,—retro- 
gressive, in fact, if we consider the increase of popula- 
tion, education, and commerce during the period. The 
change which Penny Postage bas effected, isto make the 
Post office Revenue the most buoyant source of National 
Income, bidding fair to become more profitable than it 
has ever been. The Committee, therefore, call upon the 
public to reward, with suitable gratitude, the author of 
this great and triumphant measure. 

The Committee have the satisfaction to announce that 
the subscriptions, headed by the chiefs of political par- 
ties and of commercial wealth, already reach 10,0007. 
But 10,0007 cannot be held to be a sufficient national 
reward for suck national services. The Committee, 
therefore, urge upon the nation at /east to double this 
sum. If every letter writer, for only a single week, 
would pay a twopenny instead of a penny rate for bis 
letters, the amount, and more, would be raised. In pro- 
portion as the public show their gratitude to Mr Hill, 
so they strengthen the chances for the complete adoption 
of his plan, now but partially carried out. Its perfection 
will bring greatly increased convenience to themselves, 
and increased advantage to the Post office Revenue. 

Never have the services of any public benefactor been 

requiled as Mr Hill’s have been. Quitting a permanent 
situation for a temporary public engagement to carry out 
his plan, Mr Hill’s services, whilst his plan was yet not 
carried out, were dispensed with, and he received the 
following acknowledgments of his merits, and—zothing 
more— 
‘*T gladly avail myself,”’ writes the present Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, “ of the opportunity of expressing 
my sense of the satisfactory manner in which, during my 
tenure of office, you have discharged the several duties 
which have been from time to time committed to you.” 
‘* T entertain,’ writes Sir Robert Peel, (who has also 
subscribed 10/ to the Testimonial) ‘‘ a due sense of the 
motives by which your conduct, in respect to Post office 
arrangements, has been actuated, and of the zeal and 
fidelity with which you have discharged the duties com-

especially the poorest and most defenceless portion of it ;— 
a measure which is the greatest boon conferred in modern 
times on all the social interests of the civilized world, 
for Penny Postage is spreading its influence throughout 
Europe, and reaching even Russia. The Committee rely 
on the gratitude of their countrymen, and feel sure that 
this, their last appeal, will not be made in vain.
